Mellxnime  street  shall  be  Fifth  Avenue;  Park  Lane 
shall  be  First  street;  Clinton  street,  shall  be  Second 
street;  Patrick  street  shall  be  Third  street.;  Clement 
street  shall  he  Fourth  street;  St.  George’s  street  shall 
be  Fifth  street;  Mary  street  shall  bo  Sixth  street;*  St. 
John  street  shall  be  Seventh  street;  Douglas  street 
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shall  lio  Kighth  street;  Halifax  street  shall  he  Ninth 
street;  St.  Andrew’s  street  shall  be  Tenth  street; 
Korteseue  street  shall  he  Eleventh  street;  Edinburgh 
street  sliall  he  Twelfth  street;  London  street  shall 
he  Thirteenth  st  reel ; 1 luhlin  street,  shall  he  Fourteenth 
street. 

2.  The  name  Columbia  street  shall  apply  to  the

their  entire  length,  unless  otherwise  shown  on  said 
plan. 

4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  and  Council  to 
order  the  procuring,  making,  or  painting  of  signs  indi- 
cating the  names  of  all  streets  within  the  city,  and  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  affixed  at  the  corners  of  such 
streets,  either  on  public  or  private  property. 

5.  The  houses  and  other  buildings,  erections,  and 
building  spaces  on  the  streets  running  easterly  and 
westerly  from  Mary  street  within  the  city  limits  shall 
be  numbered  east  and  west  from  said  street,  and  shall 
be  designated  east  or  west  as  they  shall  be  east  or  west 
of  said  street. 

6.  The  houses,  buildings,  erections,  and  building 
spaces  on  the  streets  running  in  a northerly  and 
southerly  direction  shall  commence  their  numbering  at 
the  point  on  said  streets  nearest  the  Fraser  River. 

7-  The  buildings  and  building  spaces  on  streets  run- 
ning in  an  easterly  and  westerly  direction  shall  have 
the  even  numbers  on  the  south  side  and  odd  numbers 
on  the  north  side;  on  streets  running  in  a northerly 
and  southerly  direction,  the  even  numbers  shall  be  on 
the  east  side  and  the  odd  numbers  on  the  west  side. 

8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  and  Council  to 
order  the  procuring,  making,  or  painting  of  numbers, 
and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  affixed  to  all  buildings  or 
other  erections  within  the  city,  and  to  collect  from  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  each  building  or  other  erection 
the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  number  so  affixed:  Pro- 
vided, that  if  the  same  be  paid  on  demand  a rebate  of 
30  per  cent,  may  be  allowed. 

9.  Any  person  who  shall  remove  or  in  any  way 
destroy,  deface,  or  injure  the  street  signs  or  numbers 
provided  for  in  this  by-law,  or  prevent  or  obstruct  the 
placing  of  any  such  signs  or  numbers  on  such  places  as 
may  be  required,  shall,  on  conviction  before  any  Jus- 
tice of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction  within  the  city, 
be  liable  to  a fine  not  exceeding  $50,  with  costs,  for 
each  offence,  or  to  imprisonment  for  any  period  not 
exceeding  one  month,  and  such  penalty  and  costs,  or 
penalty  or  costs  only,  may  be  recovered  by  distress  and 
sale  of  goods  and  chattels  of  the  offender.

That  D.  C.  Webber  be  appointed  Clerk,  Assessor 
and  Collector  for  the  year  1890,  at  a salary  of  one 
hundred  and  eighty-five  dollars,  payable  quarterly, 
and  that  said  D.  C.  Webber  furnish  a bond,  signed  by 
himself  and  one  other  person,  to  the  amount  of  fifteen 
hundred  dollars. 

Be  it  also  enacted  that  duties  of  officers  be  the  same 
as  are  defined  in  Officers’  By-Law  of  1886.

1st.  During  the  current  year  the  usual  assessment 
made  therefor  shall  be  taken  between  the  first  day  of 
March  and  the  first  day  of  April,  and  the  rolls  for  the 
same  shall  be  returned  to  the  Council  on  the  first  day 
of  April. 

2nd.  That  all  complaints  that  may  be  duly  made  by 
any  person  or  persons  of  his  or  their  assessment,  as 
the  same  may  appear  on  assessment  roll  aforesaid  for 
the  year  1890,  shall  be  heard  at  the  Maple  Ridge  Town 
Hall  on  the  third  day  of  May,  at  the  hour  of  10 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the 
said  complaints  can  be  heard. 

3rd.  The  said  assessment  so  to  be  made  and  revised 
shall  be  the  assessment  for  the  year  1890,  on  which 
the  rate  of  taxation  for  said  year  shall  be  struck  and 
levied.
